Without casting any discredit on
Vermont's legislative bodies hereto-
fore it is generally admitted that the
legislature of 1904 was one of the most
efficient and strongest body of law-

makers the state has ever had together.
Many important meaeures were passed
and the fact is that more progress was
made toward better government than
has been made before in recent years.
A few of the important acts are:
creating the office of attorney-genera- l,

amending the liquor license law, ap-

propriating 60,000 for Morrill ball at
our Agricultural college, creating a
school fund, amending the caucus
law, creating a tuberculosis commis-
sion, and many others also that seem
on the outside like minor matters but
that are really important. It is to be
regretted that the act providing for
the plurality election of representa-
tives was not passed and that certain
state official's salaries were not raised;
some would also add the act abolish
ing capitol punishment and the act
granting municipal suffrage to women,
but opinions vary widely on these
questions.

All through the session Orleans
County members were among the
leaders and we fail to find another
county having as many able members
in the house. We have several times
before spoken of our members edito
rially and of the place they hold at
the capitol and it is sufficient to say
that every resident of Orleans County

'should feel proud of her showing.
